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THE  ALUMNI  PRESIDENT'S 
MESSAGE 

We  wish  to  emphasize  briefly  three  points  of  interest  to  the  Alumni  and 
Friends  of  Maryville  College. 

The  first  is  the  Annual  Homecoming  on  Saturday,  November  2.  This 
■promises  to  be  bigger  and  better  than  ever  with  a  barbecue  at  5:30  P.  M., 
the  Alumni  Jubilee  on  Wilson  Field  at  7:00  P.  M.,  and  a  football  game  with 
Emory  and  Henry  at  8:00  P.  M.  If  you  are  within  coming  distance,  we  will 
be  looking  for  you. 

The  second  point  concerns  this  isuue  of  the  Alumni  Magazine  which 
begins  its  third  year  in  the  present  expanded  form.  The  interest  of  the  Alumni 
has  been  truly  gratifying  as  shown  by  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  Asso- 
ciation, especially  during  the  past  year.  More  dues  have  been  paid  than  in 
any  other  recent  year. 

We  wish  the  good  work  to  continue  with  increased  effectiveness,  but 
the  results  depend  upon  how  you  as  Alumni  respond.  The  two  dollars  dues 
will  be  very  much  worthwhile  in  extending  the  scope  of  the  Magazine  and  en- 
larging the  activities  of  the  Association.

DR.  LLOYD  COMPLETES  TEN  YEARS  AS  PRESIDENT  OF  MARYVILLE  COLLEGE 


DR.    LLOYD 


Ralph  W.  Lloyd,  '15,  arrived  at  Maryville  to  begin  his  active  duties 
as  sixth  president  of  the  College  on  November  29,  1930.  Dr.  Wilson 
had  announced  his  retirement  on  June  5,  1930,  and  the  Directors  had 
on  the  same  day  extended  a  unanimous  call  to  Dr.  Lloyd,  then  pastor  of 
the  Edgewood  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  September,  Dr.  Wilson  closed  his  notable  service  of  twenty- 
nine  years  in  the  presidency  and  of  forty-eight  years  on  the  faculty,  and 
left  for  a  year's  visit  to  Syria.  Dr.  Lloyd  announced  his  acceptance  on 
September  28,  1930,  assumed  the  office  on  November  29,  and  was  of- 
ficially inaugurated  on  October  22  and  23,  1931. 

President  Lloyd  is  now  preparing  a  review  of  the  past  ten  years  for 
incorporation  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Directors  on  November  26, 
and  has  been  asked  by  the  Faculty  Club  to  present  a  similar  review  at 
its  meeting  on  December  2.  He  has  promised  that  this  review  will  be 
made  available  to  alumni  in  pamphlet  form  or  in  a  digest  published  in  a 
future  issue  of  The  Alumni  Magazine. 

Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  Conferred  Upon  President  Lloyd 

The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  Presi- 
dent Ralph  W.  Lloyd  by  Centre  College,  Danville,  Kentucky,  on  June  3, 
1940.  He  gave  the  commencement  address  at  Centre  on  the  occasion. 
The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Maryville  College  in  1929,  a  year  before  he  was  called  to  the  presidency. 


NEW  FORWARD  FUND  PROGRESS 

In  October,  1939,  one  year  ago,  the  College  announc- 
ed plans  for  a  New  Forward  Fund  to  be  completed  by 
the   125th  anniversary  in   1944. 

As  a  Presbyterian  College,  Maryville  has  related  the 
beginnings  of  this  campaign  to  the  Sesquicentennial 
Fund  for  Christian  Education  effort  sponsored  by  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian  Education  from  1938 
to  1940.  The  totals  of  the  Sesquicentennial  Fund  are 
made  up  chiefly  of  the  total  of  gifts  and  pledges  re- 
ceived in  this  three  year  period  by  the  one  hundred 
Presbyterian  colleges  and  Westminster  Foundations, 
and  also  by  the  Board  itself.  Special  offerings  for  the 
funds  of  the  Board  are  being  taken  on  October  20  in 
a  large  number  of  churches.  It  is  hoped  by  the  Board 
that  the  grand  total  will  reach  ten  million  dollars  by  the 
end  of  the  present  year.  Maryville  College  will  share 
directly  in  this  only  as  it  raises  funds  itself  or  has  funds 
designated  for  it  by  donors  to  the  general  fund.  The 
nature  of  the  plan  does  not  lead  to  many  of  the  latter. 

Gifts  made  to  Maryville  College  during  this  period 
and  reported  on  September  4  for  the  Sesquicentenninl 
totals  were  $186,081.91.  This  covers  a  longer  time 
than  does  the  New  Forward  Fund  and  includes  some 
gifts  not  directly  connected  with  the  present  spechl 
effort. 

In  November,  1939,  Maryville  conducted  a  success- 
ful home  county  campaign.      In  the   winter   joint   cam- 


paigns with  other  Tennessee  Presbyterian  institutions 
were  conducted  in  Knoxville,  Chattanooga,  Nashville, 
and  Birmingham.  Gifts  and  pledges  were  received 
from  all  of  these  centers,  the  joint  campaigns  of  course 
bringing  less  since  the  effort  and  results  were  divided 
among  four  institutions. 

Miss  Henry,  Director  of  Student-Help,  is 
spending  several  weeks  of  October  and  November 
speaking  and  interviewing  friends  in  New  England  and 
other  points  of  the  East.  President  Lloyd  will  go  to 
New  England  for  two  weeks  in  November.  It  is 
especially  hoped  that  enough  funds  may  be  found  by 
winter  to  justify  beginning  a  new  girls'  dormitory,  and 
to  build  further  the  Rotating  Loan  Fund. 

A  new  booklet  entitled  How  Long  Will  You  Live?  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.  Its  asks  for  invest- 
ment in  the  ongoing  work  of  the  College  and  lists  its 
chief  needs.  Copies  of  this  and  of  the  bulletin  Mary- 
ville College  Dedicated  to  Christian  Higher  Education 
Since  1819,  published  last  January,  may  be  had  on  re- 
quest to  the  Alumni  office. 

A  number  of  important  additions,  listed  elsewhere  in 
this  magazine,  have  been  made  possible  at  the  College 
already  by  early  gifts  to  the  New  Forward  Fund. 
Among  them  are  the  heating  plant  (partly  paid  for), 
the  paved  roads,  and  the  dairy  refrigerator  unit.

Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  upon  four  persons 
as  follows:  (1)  the  degree  of  D.D.  upon  Rev.  Edward 
G.  Seel,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Mis- 
sion in  the  country  of  Colombia,  South  America,  and 
formerly  a  professor  in  Maryville  College;  (2)  the  de- 
gree of  D.D.  upon  Rev.  Edwin  W.  Hall,  of  Maryville, 
a  retired  Presbyterian  minister  and  formerly  a  teacher 
in  Maryville  College;  (3)  the  degree  of  D.D.  upon 
Rev.  Gayle  C.  Beanland,  a  Presbyterian  missionary  of 
the  West  Africa  Mission;  (4)  the  degree  of  LL  D. 
upon  Roy  Hood  Beeler,  of  the  Class  of  1906,  now  At- 
torney General  of  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

The  Commencement  program  included  also  a  Band 
Concert  in  the  Woods  Amphitheatre,  the  Senior  Play 
(The  Dover  Road),  the  Glee  Club  chapel  program,  the 
Alumni  Seminars,  Alumni  Reunions,  Annual  Alumni 
Dinner,  Reception  at  the  President's  House,  and  the 
Directors'  Meeting. 

The  fifty  year  class,  which  has  three  members  living, 

did   not   have   any  one   present.      The   twenty-five   year 

class  was  that  of  1915,  of  which  President  Ralph  W. 

Lloyd  is  a  member  and  of  which  a  number  were  present.

FOUNDERS'  DAY— NOVEMBER  2 

The  eighth  annual  Founders'  Day  Exercises  will  be 
held  in  Elisabeth  R.  Voorhees  Chapel  on  Saturday, 
November  2,  at  the  regular  chapel  hour,  8:10  a.  m. 

The  theme  this  year  is  of  a  type  somewhat  different 
from  those  of  the  seven  former  observances.  In  each 
former  year  some  individual  or  individuals  have  been 
honored,  and  doubtless  that  will  be  the  usual  plan  of 
the  future.  (In  1933  it  was  the  first  President,  Isaac 
Anderson;  in  1934,  Rev.  Thomas  Brown  and  Rev.  John 
S.  Craig:  in  1935,  the  second  President,  John  J.  Robin- 
son; in  1936,  the  third  President,  Peter  Mason  Bart- 
lett;  in  1937,  Rev.  William  Eagleton  and  Rev.  Darius 
Hoyt;  in  1938,  Rev  Gideon  S.  W.  Crawford;  in  1939, 
the  second  founder,  Thomas  Jefferson  Lamar.) 

The  theme  for  1940  is  "The  Year  of  1840  in  the  Life  of 
America  and  of  Maryville  College."  The  exercises 
will  be  in  charge  of  President  Ralph  W.  Lloyd.  Brief 
historical  addresses  will  be  given  by  Mr.  Clyde  B. 
Emert,  Editor  and  Publisher  of  The  Maryville  Times, 
and  by  Dr.  Edwin  R.  Hunter,  Dean  of  Curriculum. 
Maryville  College;  and  Dr.  William  P.  Stevenson  will 
participate  in  the  ceremonies.

ROBERT  C.   THROWER 


DEATH  OF  ROBERT  C.  THROWER 

Robert  C.  Thrower,  a 
member  of  the  Maryville 
College  faculty  since  his 
graduation  in  1925,  died 
at  his  home  on  Wilson 
Avenue,  in  Maryville,  on 
May  20,  1940.  He  was 
not  in  his  usual  health 
for  several  months,  but 
no  one  knew  of  a  serious 
illness  until  it  appeared 
during  the  last  few  weeks 
of  his  life.  His  death 
was   due  to  leukemia. 

"Coach  Bob,"  as  he 
was  affectionately  called, 
came  from  his  home  in  Texas  to  Maryville  as  a  student 
in  1921,  graduated  in  1925  after  an  outstanding  athletic 
record,  and  was  brought  back  to  the  faculty  that  fall  as 
Instructor  in  Spanish  and  Assistant  Director  of  Physical 
Training  and  Athletics,  in  which  position  he  rendered 
a  conspicuous  service  until  his  death  fifteen  years  later. 
For  nineteen  years  his  tall,  powerful  form  was 
familiar  and  admired  not  only  at  Maryville  but  through- 
out this  part  of  the  South.  He  was  an  example  of 
great  strength.  This  made  his  illness  and  death  at 
the  early  age  of  thirty-nine  almost  unbelievable. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  the  College  Chapel 
on  May  22,  by  President  Lloyd  and  Dr.  Stevenson,  of 
the  College,  and  Dr.  McAfee,  Pastor  of  New  Provi- 
dence Presbyterian  Church,  Maryville,  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  and  burial  was  in  Grand  View  Ceme- 
tery, Maryville.

2.  Margaret  McClure  Cummings,  B.A.,  M.R.E.,  In- 
structor in  Bible  and  Religious  Education.  Mrs.  Cum- 
mings, who  is  the  widow  of  the  late  Dr.  John  W.  Cum- 
mings, Director  of  Personnel  at  Maryville  College, 
1935-1936,  is  a  graduate  of  Westminster  College, 
Pennsylvania,  received  her  Master  of  Religious  Educa- 


tion degree  from  the  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York 
in  1938  and  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  during  parts  of  1937  and  1939.  Both  before 
her  marriage  and  after  the  death  of  Dr.  Cummings 
she  taught  Latin,  History,  and  English  in  the  High 
School  of  Blairsville,  Pennsylvania,  from  which  school 
she  has  resigned  to  accept  the  appointment  at  Maryville 
College.     She  fills  a  new  position  created  at  the  College. 

3.  John  Arthur  Davis,  B.A.,  M.A.,  Instructor  in 
Physical  Education  and  Assistant  Coach.  Mr.  Davis 
grew  up  and  attended  school  in  Maryville,  graduated 
in  1930  from  Maryville  College  where  he  was  a  three 
letter  man  in  athletics,  and  received  his  Master's  de- 
gree in  physical  education  from  Columbia  University 
in  1939.  He  served  as  coach  and  teacher  in  Everett 
High  School  from  1930  to  1932,  in  Hickory,  North 
Carolina  High  School  from  1932  to  1934,  and  again  at 
Everett  High  School  from  1934  to  1940.  Mr.  Davis 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  death  of 
Robert  C.  Thrower. 

4.  M.  Ruth  Grierson,  B.A.  in  Liberal  Arts,  and  B.A. 
in  Library  Science,  Assistant  Librarian.  Miss  Grierson 
was  graduated  from  Alma  College,  Michigan,  and  receiv- 
ed her  Library  degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan. 
Also  she  has  taken  graduate  work  in  Library  Science  at 
Columbia  University.  She  served  for  three  years  as 
secretary  to  the  President  of  Alma  College;  for  four 
years  as  a  teacher  in  India  under  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions;  one  year  on  the  Library 
staff  of  Michigan  College  of  Mining;  and  five  years  as 
Librarian  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, New  York  City,  which  last  position  she  has  re- 
signed to  accept  the  appointment  at  Maryville  College. 
Miss  Grierson  takes  the  place  of  Miss  Anna  Lee  Fort- 
ner  who  resigned  to  be  married. 

5.  Mary  Lake  Hunter,  Assistant  to  the  Head  of 
Memorial  Hall.  Miss  Hunter  came  in  October  to  carry 
through  the  semester  the  work  formerly  done  by  Mrs. 
Crawford,  who  resigned  because  of  home  duties,  and 
which  was  left  uncared  for  when  the  person  appointed 
in  the  summer  could  not  continue.  Miss  Hunter, 
whose  home  is  in  Lewisburg,  Tennessee,  received  her 
education  at  Peabody  College  and  other  institutions, 
and  has  had  considerable  experience  as  a  teacher,  serv- 
ing at  Silliman  College,  Louisiana,  Palmer  College, 
Florida,  and  elsewhere. 

6.  Mary  Miles,  B.A.,  Assistant  to  the  Head  of  Bald- 
win Hall.  Miss  Miles  is  assuming  the  work  left  by  the 
necessary  assignment  of  Mrs.  Evans  to  have  charge  of 
the  "Cottage"  in  town  being  used  this  semester  as  an 
overflow  dormitory  for  freshman  girls.  Miss  Miles  has 
been  a  missionary  teacher  to  Japan  for  the  past  nineteen 
years  and  is.  now  on  her  regular  year  of  furlough.  She 
graduated    from    Maryville    College    in    1918    and    has 
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done  graduate  work  at  Biblical  Seminary,  New  York, 
and  George  Peabody  College.  She  consented  to  assist 
for  a  period  at  the  College. 

7.  Evelyn  H.  Seedorf,  B.A.,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  Dra- 
matic Art.  Miss  Seedorf  graduated  in  1930  from  Mary- 
ville  College  which  she  attended  only  during  her  senior 
year,  and  received  her  Master's  degree  in  speech  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  She  has  served  as  As- 
sociate Secretary  of  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  Kankakee,  Illinois, 
her  home,  and  in  Neenah-Menasha,  Wisconsin;  as  a 
teacher  in  Chicago,  and  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
Speech  Department,  University  of  Wisconsin.  Miss 
Seedorf  comes  as  a  full-time  member  of  the  faculty, 
succeeding  Mrs.  Edward  H.  Hamilton,  of  Knoxville, 
who  has  served  during  recent  years  as  a  part-time 
teacher. 

8.  James  Rhodes  Smith,  B.A.,  B.D.,  Public  Relations 
Secretary.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  native  of  Meridian,  Missis- 
sippi. He  graduated  from  Maryville  College  in  1935 
and  from  the  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  Decatur, 
Georgia,  in  1938.  He  entered  upon  his  present  duties 
in  August,  coming  from  Atlanta  where  for  the  past 
two  years  he  has  been  pastor  of  the  Kirkwood  Presby- 
terian Church.  "Jimmy"  Smith  was  twenty-five  and 
married  before  he  entered  college,  his  decision  to  seek  a 
college  education  coming  after  several  years  in  the 
business  world.  In  college  he  was  outstanding  in  the 
business  management  of  student  projects  and  as  a  re- 
ligious leader  in  the  community. 

9.  Alfred  W.  Thomas,  Assistant  Football  Coach. 
Mr.  Thomas  attended  the  Riverside  Military  Academy 
in  Georgia  and  the  University  of  Tennessee.  At  both 
places  he  was  a  leading  member  of  the  football  team, 
playing   with   Tennessee   in   the  Rose   Bowl   game   last 

year.  After  completing  his  work  at  the  University  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Joyce  Carson,  of  Madisonville,  a  form- 
er Maryville  College  student,  and  now  manages  a  farm 
which  he  has  purchased,  south  of  Maryville.  He  is 
giving  but  part  of  his  time  to  coaching  at  Maryville.

Miss  Wright,  whose  home  is  in  Maryville, 
graduated  from  Maryville  College  in  1933,  and  received 
her  Master's  degree  from  Yale  University  in  1938.

DEATH  OF  W.  A.  LYLE 

The  Hon.  William  Alexander  Lyle,  of  Dandridge, 
Tennessee,  a  Director  of  the  College  for  the  past 
twenty-three  years,  a  son  of  a  former  Chairman  of  the 
Directors,  and  a  former  student  here,  died  on  May  13. 
President  Lloyd  spoke  at  the  funeral  service  in  the 
historic  Hopewell  Presbyterian  Church  of  Dandridge.

Charles  R.  Erdman,  teacher,  author,  and  church  leader, 
of  Princeton,  N.  J.;  and  Mr.  Robert  J.  Maclellan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Provident  Life  and  Accident  Insurance 
Company,  Chattanooga,  Tennessee. 
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DR.  STEVENSON  RETIRES— MOSTLY 


DR.  STEVENSON 

Dr.  William  Patton  Stevenson,  Maryville  College 
Pastor  since  1917,  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his  regular 
college  preaching  schedule  at  the  end  of  the  college 
year  last  June.  With  deep  regret  the  College  had  no 
choice  but  to  accede  to  his  request.  Therefore,  the 
Vespers  are  in  charge  of  others  for  the  first  time  in 
their  history,  since  they  came  into  being  only  after  Dr. 
Stevenson's  ministry  at  the  College  began. 

Fortunately,  however,  the  College  is  not  losing  his 
presence  or  personal  ministry.  He  will  continue  to 
live  as  formerly  in  the  charming  "House  in  the 
Woods,"  which  he  and  Mrs.  Stevenson,  rather  than 
the  College,  were  instrumental  in  having  built  twenty- 
three  years  ago.  He  has  consented  to  preach  at  the 
College  on  a  few  special  occasions  during  the  year.  For 
example,  he  conducted  the  opening  Vespers  and  will 
conduct  the  last  one  before  the  Chrismas  holidays.  He 
is  daily  on  the  campus. 

When  the  writer  of  this  announcement  came  to 
Maryville  as  President  in  1930,  Dr.  Stevenson,  who  had 
been  here  thirteen  years  and  was  seventy  years  old, 
suggested  that,  having  reached  an  age  usual  for  retire- 
ment, he  close  his  work  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
turn  over  the  "House  in  the  Woods"  to  a  successor. 
But  he  was  urged  to  continue  his  program,  since  his 
youth  and  vigor  were  so  remarkably  preserved,  his 
preaching  so  eagerly  followed,  and  the  strength  of  his 
ministry  in  the  College  one  we  could  not  hope  to 
match.  He  consented  to  remain  and  continued  preach- 
ing at  the  Chapel  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  Sunday 
evenings  for  seven  more  years.  Then  three  years  ago 
he  urged  again  that  he  be  allowed  to  retire,  but  finally 


consented  to  continue  the  Vespers,  giving  up  the  Wed- 
nesday service. 

Mrs.  Stevenson's  death  last  December,  after  a  long 
painful  illness,  was  a  heavy  blow  to  him.  But  his 
courage  and  remarkable  physique  have  enabled  him 
gradually  to  renew  a  considerable  measure  of  his  varied 
interests  and  activities.  He  will  be  eighty  years  old  on 
December  24.  Many  men  at  sixty  appear  older  than 
does  he  at  eighty.  The  story  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Steven- 
son's coming  to  Maryville  twenty-three  years  ago  is 
one  of  adventure  and  Providence.  After  important 
pastorates  in  Pennsylvania  and  Syracuse,  New  York, 
Dr.  Stevenson,  at  the  age  of  fifty -seven,  was  in  1917 
in  his  fifteenth  year  in  the  important  and  attractive 
pastorate  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Yonkers, 
New  York,  a  few  miles  up  the  Hudson  from  New  York 
City.  He  became  interested  in  Maryville  College 
through  a  visit  by  President  Samuel  Tyndale  Wilson 
and  a  reading  of  "A  Century  of  Maryville  College," 
just  then  published.  He  learned  that  the  College  had 
urgent  need  of  a  pastor  but  no  funds  with  which  to 
pay  a  salary.  He  was  so  impressed  that  he  resigned 
his  pastorate,  provided  a  permanent  college  pastor's 
home  on  the  Maryville  campus,  contributed  to  the  Col- 
lege $20,000  as  a  partial  permanent  endowment  of  a 
pastor's  salary,  came  to  Maryville  with  Mrs.  Stevenson 
and  began  a  service  for  which  the  institution  has  never 
paid  a  dollar  of  salary.  There  have  been  few  benefac- 
tions to  the  old  College  equal  to  this  one  of  life  service 
and  money  made  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stevenson. 

Thousands  who  have  sat  in  the  Chapel  since  1917 
have  been  helped  by  the  fluent,  practical,  spiritual  mes- 
sages he  has  given.  At  the  age  of  eighty  he  continues 
to  give  messages  as  vital  as  ever  to  the  congregation  at 
Shannondale  Church,  Knoxville,  where  he  has  preached 
each  Sunday  morning  for  the  past  eighteen  years,  and 
wherever  he  preaches.  He  continues  to  conduct  services 
without  eye  glasses  and  without  notes.  Best  of  all,  his 
genial  spirit  and  personality  and  his  good  counsel  cheer 
and  help  us.

THE   122nd  YEAR 

New  students  arrived  for  the  present  year  on  Sep- 
tember 10.  Dormitories  were  full  considerably  ahead 
of  that  date.  More  old  students  than  usual  returned. 
To  accommodate  the  freshman  class  the  old  McCully 
House  just  off  the  campus  at  Court  Street  and  Indiana 
Avenue  has  been  put  into  use  as  the  "College  House" 
for  fifteen  girls;  a  number  of  boys  were  forced  to  find 
rooms  in  town. 

The  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  is  804,  which  is 
13  more  than  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Of  these, 
291    are   new  freshmen.     There  are    359   men  and   445 
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women.  The  senior  class  has  9  more  men  than  women; 
but  the  junior  class  has  32  more  women  than  men,  the 
sophomore  class  44  more  women  than  men,  and  the 
freshman  class  17  more  women  than  men.  The  de- 
sired total  enrollment  was  reached  and  many  others 
turned  away. 

The  world  war  conditions  and  the  national  defense 
plans,  especially  the  Selective  Service  law,  affect  both 
the  physical  and  psychological  situation,  but,  as  has 
been  seen,  there  was  no  radical  change  in  the  enroll' 
ment  facts.  On  October  16,  there  were  119  Maryville 
College  men  students  and  faculty  men  between  the 
ages  of  21  and  36  who  registered  under  the  Selec- 
tive  Service  law.  Students  away  from  home  were  per- 
mitted to  register  in  Maryville  and  have  their  registra- 
tion cards  mailed  to  their  home  communities.  For  the 
voting  precinct  in  which  the  College  is  located,  the 
registration  center  was  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  on  the 
campus,  and  most  college  students  registered  there. 
Several  of  the  faculty  helped  with  the  registration.  The 
law  permits  college  students  who  are  called  to  obtain 
deferment  until  the  end  of  this  college  year.  Practically 
all  at  Maryville  are  expected  to  apply  for  such  defer- 
ment. There  are  no  special  provisions  designed  to  af- 
fect college  faculty  as  such,  their  call  to  training  and 
service  being  subject  to  the  general  provisions  about 
occupation,  dependents,  and  health. 

Maryville  is  one  of  the  colleges  selected  for  the 
second  year  for  the  government  sponsored  pilot  train- 
ing course.  Last  year  seventeen  Maryville  students 
qualified  for  private  pilots'  licenses.  The  quota  assigned 
by  the  C.A.A.  this  year  is  but  ten  compared  to  that  of 
twenty  last  year.  Applications  have  been  much  fewer 
than  a  year  ago,  probably  because  of  the  fact  that  much 
more  of  the  students'  time  is  being  required  each  week 
and  much  of  one's  college  course  must  be  dropped  to 
meet  it,  as  the  course  is  to  be  completed  at  mid-year 
instead  of  June;  and  also  because  of  the  announcements 
and  expectation  that  those  who  take  the  course  must 
enlist  in  the  air  corps.  These  facts  would  have  various 
implications  both  for  boys  under  21  and  for  those  over 
21.  At  least  students  and  parents  have  hesitated. 
However,  there  are  enough  qualified  for  the  course  and 
the  ground  school  work  is  already  in  progress  under 
Miss  Carson,  Instructor  in  Chemistry  and  Mathematics 
and  herself  a  licensed  pilot  and  aeronautics  instructor 
and  teacher  of  the  course  last  year. 

The  College  is  beginning  to  organise  for  a  larger 
emphasis  upon  intramural  athletics.  For  a  number  of 
years  the  YMCA  has  sponsored  an  intramural  program 
and  is  continuing  to  do  so  under  its  special  student 
committee.  However,  this  fall  for  the  first  time  a 
member  of  the  Physical  Education  faculty,  Mr.  Fisch- 
bach,  has  been  assigned  to  special  supervision  of  this 


program.  He  has  established  an  office  in  Bartlett  Hall, 
has  drawn  up  a  careful  plan  and,  with  cooperation  of 
the  YMCA  committee  and  the  College  officials,  is 
starting  what  it  is  hoped  will  develop  into  a  more  and 
more  thoroughgoing  intramural  program. 

The  annual  Fred  Hope  Drive  will  be  conducted  be- 
fore the  Christmas  holidays,  but  without  a  guest  speak- 
er this  year.  The  February  Meetings  will  be  held 
February  5  to  13.  The  Christmas  holiday  begins  De- 
cember 19  and  closes  January  8.  The  first  semester 
closes  January  31.  The  1941  Commencement  will  be 
on  June  4. 

President  Emeritus  Wilson  is  so  much  a  part  of  the 
College  that  it  cannot  be  inappropriate  to  report  under 
this  heading  of  "The  122nd  Year"  that  he  continues  in 
health  about  as  he  has  been  in  recent  months.  He  may 
be  seen  walking  with  his  daughter,  Lois  C  Wilson, 
'16,  who  is  home  this  year  on  furlough  from  her 
service  as  a  missionary  in  Syria.  He  is  frail  in  strength 
but  continues  as  always  his  interest  in  the  College  and 
its  alumni. 

NEW  PULPIT   FURNITURE 

One  of  the  useful  and  attractive  additions,  made  at 
the  College  just  before  last  Commencement,  is  a  five- 
piece  set  of  furniture  for  the  Chapel  stage.  There  are 
a  pulpit  and  four  chairs  finished  in  wood  to  match  the 
organ  which  was  installed  just  a  year  earlier.  This 
was  made  possible  through  a  gift  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Porter, 
of  St.  Louis,  in  memory  of  his  father  and  aunt.  A 
metal  plate  on  the  pulpit  carries  the  following  ex- 
planatory statement: 

"This  pulpit  is  a  memorial  to  James  B.  Porter 
and  his  sister,  Francina  E.  Porter,  who  were 
among  the  first  students  of  Maryville  College 
to  become  foreign  missionaries. 
A.   D.   1940" 

The  pulpit  which  has  served  in  the  Elizabeth  R. 
Voorhees  Chapel  ever  since  it  was  completed  in  1906, 
and  before  that  in  the  old  chapel  on  the  second  floor 
of  Anderson  Hall,  is  still  in  good  condition,  and  at 
present  is  being  used  in  the  remodeled  auditorium  of 
Bartlett  Hall.  The  three  old  high  back  pulpit  chairs, 
used  regularly  until  replaced  by  ordinary  office  chairs 
six  or  eight  years  ago,  are  in  poor  repair  and  are  in 
storage. 

The  new  furniture  has  tan  "dust  covers"  which  pro- 
tect it  when  not  in  use.  The  organ,  furniture,  new 
Steinway  Concert  piano,  and  the  new  stage  floor  trans- 
form the  Chapel  considerably. 
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CAMPUS  IMPROVEMENTS  1940 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  ALUMNI  SECRETARY 


To  one  who  has  not  been  on  the  campus  for  a  few 
months  a  visit  now  would  suggest  that  the  little 
"brownies"  have  been  secretly  and  silently  putting 
their  efficient  hands  to  the  improvement  of  many 
things,  and  big  "Brownie"  has  been  right  on  the  spot 
to  see  that  his  elfin  laborers  did  not  make  a  slip.  The 
elfish  nature  of  the  work  may  be  suggested  by  the 
increased  attention  which  has  been  given  to  color  in 
recent  improvements,  for  where  a  room  is  referred  to 
as  having  been  repainted  we  mean  that  it  has  been  re- 
painted in  buff  and  ivory.  Forty-five  rooms  and  halls 
have  been  repainted  as  well  as  extensive  refinishing  in 
the  hospital. 

In  Anderson  Hall  6  rooms  have  been  repainted,  4 
have  had  floors  refinished,  and  a  considerable  area  of 
the  basement  has  been  completed  for  storerooms  and 
the  printing  shop.  An  additional  classroom  has  been 
prepared  on  the  third  floor. 

Bartlett  Hall  was  more  largely  refinished  than  was 
any  other  building.  The  YMCA  auditorium  was  re- 
decorated and  rearranged  so  that  it  is  now  a  very  at- 
tractive public  hall.  The  larger  of  the  two  Bartlett 
Hall  gymnasiums,  has  been  replastered  and  repainted 
and  the  floor  refinished.  The  YMCA  game  rooms  and 
various  other  rooms  in  the  building  have  been  renewed. 

A  new  garage  has  been  built  at  the  back  of  and  be- 
tween Bartlett  and  the  Swimming  Pool.  It  will  be 
quite  unnoticeable  and  yet  quite  useful.  It  is  for  the 
college  truck,  the  athletic  car,  and  the  parish  station 
wagon. 

A  rather  striking  improvement  on  the  athletic  field, 
made  since  College  opened,  is  the  building  of  a  three- 
compartment  broadcasting  and  public  address  system 
booth  above  the  bleachers  on  the  east  side  of  the  field. 
Three  modern  all-weather  loud  speakers  have  been 
purchased  and  are  attached  to  the  great  tree  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  field  and  connected  to  the 
booth.  Also  a  telephone  system  has  been  provided 
between  the  band  stand  and  Maryville  coaches'  bench 
and  one  compartment  of  the  booth  where  a  member  of 
the  coaching  staff  can  observe  the  plays. 

A  few  months  ago  a  true  friend  of  the  College  gave 
funds  which  have  made  possible  one  of  the  most  need- 
ed facilities  in  our  college  program.  It  is  a  modern 
refrigerating  and  cooling  unit  at  the  college  dairy. 

A  recent  useful  purchase  is  that  of  a  16  mm  East- 
man moving  picture  camera  and  a  large  screen.  The 
College  has  a  number  of  projectors  but  not  until  now 
has  it  had  its  own  camera  for  the  making  of  moving 
pictures  of  life  and  work  on  the  campus.  Also  in  the 
summer  there  was  purchased  a  second  machine  for  mak- 
ing recordings  of  speech  and  music.  One  machine  is 
used  in  the  Fine  Arts  Division  and  the  other  in  con- 
nection with  the  classes  in   Systematic   Discourse. 


The  Alumni  Association  has  an  official  interest  in 
the  Directors'  creation  of  the  new  position  of  Public 
Relations  Secretary,  because  alumni  executive  work 
naturally  falls  into  the  category  of  "public  relations." 
The  Directors,  upon  recommendation  of  the  President 
of  the  College,  last  spring  decided  to  add  this  position 
to  the  organization,  and  Rev.  James  R.  Smith,  of 
Atlanta,  a  Maryville  graduate  in  the  Class  of  1935,  has 
been  appointed  to  it. 

The  Public  Relations  Secretary  will  be  given  special 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  such  services  as 
financial  promotion,  publicity,  recommendations  and 
placement,  and  alumni  contacts.  For  the  past  two 
years,  Miss  Geneva  M.  Hutchinson  has  done  some  ex- 
cellent work  in  the  three  last  named  of  these  services, 
combining  them  with  her  other  duties  as  secretary  for 
the  expanding  printing  and  mailing  program. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Alumni  Association  (Article 
V,  Section  2)  provide  that  "appointment  of  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  shall  be  vested  in  the  President  and 
Directors  of  the  College  who  shall  confer  regarding  the 
appointment  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association;  the  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  College  staff  as  well  as  an  officer  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  College.  The  Association  shall  provide  such 
part  of  any  salary  paid  to  the  Executive  Secretary  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon  by  the  College 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Association." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association  on  September  20,  report  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  Smith  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Association  was  received  and  approved,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Association  would  continue  this  year 
to  pay  $200  toward  the  Secretary's  salary. 

Mr.  Smith,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Hutchinson, 
is  gradually  entering  into  the  duties  of  the  alumni 
program.  Prior  to  1934  there  was  one  office  of  secretary, 
filled  for  a  number  of  years  very  efficiently  by  Mrs.  F.  L. 
Proffitt.  Since  1934  there  has  been  a  Recording  Secre- 
tary, elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
and  an  Executive  Secretary,  appointed  as  described 
above.  Since  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Executive 
Secretary  six  years  ago  three  members  of  the  College 
office  staff,  Merle  Beebe,  Nancy  B.  Hunter,  and  Geneva 
M.  Hutchinson,  have  served  two  years  each,  combining 
these  duties  with  an  otherwise  full  program.  Mr.  Smith 
also  can  give  but  part  of  his  time  to  alumni  work,  but 
present  College  plans  are  for  him  to  spend  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  time  in  alumni  and  placement  service  than 
has  been  possible  for  anyone  heretofore.

DEATHS 

Robert  Lyle  King,  '23,  was  killed  in  an  explosion  on 
a  fishing  boat  off  the  coast  of  Alaska  on  July  3,  1940. 
He  had  been  teaching  in  the  government  schools  in 
Alaska.  His  widow  has  recently  been  visiting  his 
brother,  James  W.  King,  '25,  in  Maryville. 

W.  W.  Astles,  '10,  died  suddenly  in  Knoxville,  Sep- 
tember 10,  1940.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a 
pastor  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  He  and  Mrs.  Astles 
had  just  brought  their  son,  John,  to  Maryville  for  the 
opening  of  College  and  had  gone  back  to  Knoxville 
with  the  expectation  of  going  on  to  North  Carolina  for 
a  vacation,  but  he  died  in  the  hotel  in  Knoxville. 

Frank  Eckle  Taylor,  '07,  who  has  been  a  captiin  in 
the  U.  S.  army  died  during  the  past  summer  according 
to  reports  received  from  the  U.   S.  War  Department. 

Sarah  Frances  Coulter,  for  twenty-seven  years,  from 
1906  to  1933,  was  in  charge  of  the  important  task  of 
supervising  the  preparation  of  meals  in  the  College 
dining  hall,  died  at  her  home  near  Walland,  Tennessee, 
on  August  6,  1940.  The  funeral  service  at  which  Presi- 
dent Lloyd  spoke  concerning  her  and  her  work  was 
held  at  Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church  between  Mary- 
ville and  Walland  on  August  8,  1940.  Miss  Coulter's 
service  at  the  College  was  a  long  and  important  one. 
In  the  122  years  of  the  institution's  life  there  have  been 
only  about  fifteen  persons  who  have  given  longer 
service  than  did  Miss  Coulter.  In  1933  she  retired 
from  active  service  and  had  been  living  at  her  farm 
home.  For  some  time  she  had  been  in  failing  health. 
She  was  faithful,  cheerful,  capable  and  loyal. 

Samuel  Wells  Shernll,  '92,  died  September  22,  1940. 
He  was  state  superintendent  of  education  from  1915  to 
1919  and  was  long  a  leading  educator  at  Teachers  Col- 
lege  in   Johnson   City.      He  was   retired  and   had   been 

living  in   Knoxville   for  several  years.

THE  DINING  HALL 

For  a  number  of  years  the  dining  hall,  has  seen 
notable  improvements:  those  of  this  summer  have  made 
the  dining  hall  one  of  really  great  beauty. 

The  entire  dining  room  and  kitchen  have  been  re- 
painted, long  draperies  matching  the  tables  and  harmon- 
izing with  the  walls  have  been  hung,  the  radiators  reset 
under  the  windows  to  prevent  the  former  smoking  of  the 
walls,  swinging  doors  hung  between  the  dining  room 
and  kitchen,  the  old  elevator  door  into  the  dining  room 
closed  and  the  elevator  sent  to  the  basement,  100  new 
steel  chairs  secured  as  the  first  contingent  of  a  complete 
replacement,  and  small  cabinets  built  at  every  other 
column   in   the   dining  hall. 

All  of  this  has  made  the  dining  hall  very  attractive 
but  the  real  climax  came  in  other  artistic  additions. 
Mrs.  John  Walker,  who  lives  at  Morningside  in  the 
College  Woods,  Mrs.  Ralph  W.  Lloyd,  wife  of  the 
President,  and  Miss  Margaret  S.  Ware,  Manager  of  the 
Dining  Hall,  put  their  heads  together  and  through  their 
group  planning,  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Walker,  and 
the  assistance  of  the  College  Maid  Shop  and  other 
friends,  there  are  now  in  the  dining  hall  not  only  flow- 
er holders  on  all  tables  but  covers  on  the  backs  of 
all  650  chairs.  These  chair  covers  are  in  a  series  of 
pastel  colors,  each  table  having  covers  of  one  color 
and  no  two  adjacent  tables  having  the  same  color. 
These  with  the  new  walls,  draperies,  and  tables,  give 
what  many  visitors  call  a  "flower  garden"  effect.  After 
all  of  this  was  done  Mrs.  Walker's  friend,  Miss  Flor- 
ence E.  Newcomer,  an  artist  and  decorator  from  Pitts- 
burgh, painted  decorative  panel  pictures  for  the  walls 
to  the  right  and  left  of  the  main  entrance  and  a  large 
picture  for  the  space  over  the  fireplace.

CAMPUS  ROADS  PAVED 

One  of  the  improvements  most  frequently  commend- 
ed in  these  days  is  the  paving  of  a  large  proportion  of 
the  campus  roads.  This  was  made  possible  by  gifts  to 
the  New  Forward  Fund  by  citizens  of  Blount  County. 
The  longest  section  is  that  running  from  the  north  gate 
past  Baldwin,  the  Chapel,  Anderson,  Carnegie,  and 
Memorial  to  the  Bartlett  Hall  intersection.  The  other 
principal  section  paved  was  that  from  Pearsons  Hall 
past  the  President's  home.  This  leaves  only  the  sections 
behind  Thaw  Hall  and  around  the  Hospital  yet  to  be 
paved.

ATHLETICS 

1.  The  baseball  team,  last  spring  under  Coach  Hon- 
aker,  won  the  Smoky  Mountain  Conference  as  it  has 
done  in  all  but  two  of  the  last  nineteen  years.  It 
played  a  schedule  of  nineteen  games,  including  games 
won  from  Franklin  College,  Ind.,  Earlham  College, 
Ind.,  and  from  the  University  of  Tennessee  to  whom 
one  game  was  also  lost. 

2.  The  tennis  team  under  Coach  George  Fischbach, 
had  its  most  successful  season,  in  many  years  at  least, 
winning  the  Smoky  Mountain  Conference  without  the 
loss  of  a  match.  It  played  ten  matches,  including  two 
with  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  one  with  the 
Tennessee  Polytechnic  Institute.  They  were  the 
Doubles  Champions  of  the  State  with  the  team  ranking 
third  in  the  State. 

3.  The  track  team  which  had  been  state  and  con- 
ference champions  in  1939  suffered  heavily  through 
graduation  and  then  through  the  illness  and  death  of 
Coach  Bob  Thrower.  In  spite  of  these  things,  the 
Maryville  College  team  under  the  coaching  of  Jim 
Hitch,  "33,  won  second  place  in  the  state  meet  and 
won  the  Smoky  Mountain  Conference  by  a  score  equal- 
ling the  total  combined  score  of  all  the  other  participat- 
ing teams. 

4.  Going  a  little  further 
back  last  year  we  find  that 
the  basketball  team  under 
Coach  Honaker  played  twenty- 
three  games,  winning  seven- 
teen and  losing  six,  and  rank- 
ing second  in  the  Smoky 
Mountain  Conference. 

5.  The  wrestling  team  of 
1939-1940,  representing  the 
last  active  coaching  of  Bob 
Thrower,  perennial  champions 
of  Tennessee  and  the  Smoky 
Mountain  Conference,  again 
won  the  Tennessee  State  title, 
winning  twice  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tennessee  and  split- 
ting a  dual  match  with  Van- 
derbilt.  The  team  won  six 
out  of  seven  matches  for  the 

season.

FOOTBALL  THIS  FALL
